The Committee on Automobile and Ap- 
paratus met on March 22, 1941, with Mas- 
ter Mechanic Mattson of the Police De- 
partment and Master Mechanic Seymour of 
the Fire Department to investigate condi- 
tions concerning the Police Department 
cars. At this ‘time a second report from 
the Olds Motor Works concerning the cars 
was read.

4. That the Police cars be taken out at 
regular intervals by the department 
mechanic and driven fast enough in 
his judgment to give adequate upper 
lubrication and take the sluggishness 
out of the car.
